It was an unlucky Stanza truly, and 
firangely calculated: to fit future as well as 


paft Speech-makers ; and if any body pleafe . 


to compare the Speeches, they will appear 
not fo much unlike one another, fo ftrange- 
ly mufical, fo wonderfully emphatical, . fo 
fignificant, foaffe&ting, and fo little effeét- 
ing, thac J cannot buc recommend itto the 
Men of Rhime, as an excellent Theme td 
whet their Fancies, and make the World 
merry. 

But what-fhall we fay, fays a good Friend 
of mine to me, thas would fain bave me an- 
fover toit, to the Refle€tions upon the Me- 
mory of King William, and the Reflections 
spon Her prefent Majefty ?

What’s that to the Bifhops being il) requited 
for agreeing to the Scots Settlement ? 

Since Firft, *tis not the Bifhops fingly, 
but the whole Nation thataéts in the Cun- 
ceffion to the Church.of Scotland. 

Secondly, The Bifhops at the fame time 
have an impenetrable Security for their own 
Church, and ’tis nothing but doing what 
Jufiice, Henour, Truth and Chriftian Cha- 
rity concurr in. 

Thirdly, L hope, my Lords the Bifhops do 
not a&t with an Eve tothe Recompence of 
Reward, Imean human ; that they fhould 


be mov’d to do or not to do, what Juftice 
calls for from them, for either the Hopes of 
what they fhould gain by Scotland, or the 
Fear of ungrateful Returns.

if a Parfon, by the falfe Reprefentation of 
fome well enough known, got <ooo/. Re- 
ward for bluftering at London-Derry, when 
others loft what thry had for fighting —— 
Who are to be blam’d ?—If Kings wereto 
know Men by Infpiration, not by Recome 
mendation, they were anfwerable indeed 
for mifapplying their Favours; and King 
Wiliam would have Ruocm in his Charaéter 
for Blame, in more Inftances than 1 care to 
name, where his Majefty gave Marks of his 
Bounty tothofe, who have vilely flown in 
the Face of their Benefa&tor, and reproach- 
ed the M:mory of the Man that rais’d 
them. 

If onthe other hand, every Perfon, that 
merited from his Maj-fty, was not fuitably 
rewarded, or the Royal Promifes made good 
to them; I would ask the Gentlemen, that 
tax the Juftice or Honour of the King’s Me- 
mory withit, a few Queftions, and let them 
that pleafe, anfwer them in their next 
Speech.
